Statement to Roosevelt 
in Ouster Fight. 


NEW. YORK, Aug. 3:—-(4)— 
Caustic charges of contradiction, eva- 
sion and falsification were directed 
tonight at Mayor Walker's defense 
of his administration by Samuel Sea- 
bury, who told Governor Roosevelt 
the New York mayor had proven him- 
self “unworthy of belief’? about his of- 
ficial conduct. 

The Hofstadter legislative commit- 
tee counsel, who spent a year and a 
half investigating the New York city 
government, reviewed the whole Wal- 
ker case in a 20,000-word document. 

It was his rebuttal ‘to the mayor’s 
defense of charges on which his re- 
moval has been asked. 

“The record now before you clearly 
proves the mayor.is guilty of the acts 
set out-in the specifications,”’. Sea- 
bury wrote referring to his previous 
analysis of the evidence produced in 
committee hearings. 

Requests Action. 

“I submit the matter to you for 
such action as may be just to him 
(Walker) and to the great public in- 
terests that are involved.” 

The dispatch of the document to 
Albany, where Governor Roosevelt 
ordered it made public, made more 
imminent a décision in the bitterly- 
argued case which has attracted even 
international interest. 

Although the governor has firmly 
stated no political consideration would 
influence his decision, his presidential 
campaigning has been delayed by the 
case and there has been widespread 
specuiation about the effect the out- 
come might have on the state and.na- 
tional political situation. 

Seabury dwelt at length on Wal- 
ker’s contention that the charges 
against him were not ground for re- 
moval because they concerned his 
previous term. Seabury wrote: 


“It is a plea which one is not

person occupying high public office, 
whose honor is impugned, taking the 
position that the peopie must suffer 
him to continue in his public office 
because he was fortunate enough not 
to be caught in time.”

JOHNSTOWN; Pa., Aug. 3.—/) 
As a bedraggled bonus army evacu- 
ated its suburban camp tonight, word 
went out that various contingents

Leaders of units from Pennsyl- 
vania and Illinois notified field head- 
quarters that their forces will re- 


assemble at Harrisburg and Spring- 
field, Ill., respectively. 

Other state commanders were work- 
ing among their men and wofd of 
the new convergencies spread rapidly 
in the ranks of the hungry and down- 
hearted veterans. 

Passenger coaches tonight were he- 
ing shunted onto a siding near squalid 
Camp McCloskey. California and Llli- 
nois contingents are leaving tonight 
on a special Baltimore & Ohio train.

Chief of Staff Quits. 


Much sulking and grumbling 4c- 
companied the evacuation, Captain 
Doak Carter, chief of staff, who re- 
signed today after a split with Com- 
mander Walter W. Waters, announc- 
ed he is organizing a: group of veter- 
ans and that he will lead them to a 
camp at Huntington, W. Va. 

After conferring with groups of 
veterans for several hours tonight, 
Carter left for Huntington to make 
preliminary arrangements for the ar- 
rival of his men.

head.* Carter came to field headquar- | 


ters for the first time in two days 
and was met by McCloskey, who de- 
manded a showdown on “these wild 
reports.” Carter explained he had 
talked with Waters and that the com- 
mander urged disbanding and _ then 
changed his mind. 

McCloskey put in a telephone call 
to Waters, but insisted until long 
after noon that he had not heard from 
him. Howeyer, friends of Waters said 
he had talked over the phone with a 
number of his associates, and that they 
had advised evacuation of Camp 
McCloskey.

TERRE HAUTH, Ind., Aug. 3.— 
(UP)—Bomb-laden national guard 
planes roared over the inky blackness 
of Pimento tonight, where the flash 
of rifle and shotgun fire piuvid-ed the 
only illumination, ready to dzuvp tear 
gas upon some 3,500 striking miners 
besieging the Dixie Bee coal mine. 

While the planes swooped «nd cir- 
cled over the mine, in which 74 wors- 
ers have intrenched themselves and 
where 400 companions nave ween 
without medical attention for 24 
hours, nearly 1,000 state troopers be- 
gan arriving in Terre Haute. 

Soon after dusk fell upon the weird 
scene, where the strikers sniped at 
the makeshift garrison from behind 
purple slag piles and green corn- 
fields, six planes massed in a “dem- 
onstration flight” over the mine, 12 
miles south of here. 

As soon as the ships had returned 
to the Terre Haute airport, it vae 
reported that the strikers had fired 
some of the mine buildings. Adjutant 
General Paul Tombaugh and Colone! 
Paul Seiberling immediately e:rd red 
the planes, with 36 tear boen:bs, in- 
cluding 12 of the “sickening” va 
riety. 

The orders for the attack were re- 
scinded as the pilots were warming 
up their planes for the take-off, and 
Tombaugh sent two observation planes 


4to the scene. They returned with news 
that the reports of fires were er- 
roneous, but that the strikers were fir- 
ing heavily upon the mine. 

Tombaugh and Seiberling then or- 
dered a constant flight over the shaft. 
As soon as two planes would return 
to the airport, two more would head 
for the scene. All the ships carried 
.~mbs, but were ordered not to drop 
them until further instructions ar- 
rived. » 

The ships did, however, dive low 
over the fighters in an attempt to im- 
press them with the futility of keep- 
ing up the attack. 

The national guardsmen, ordered to 
the ecene by Governor Harry G. Les- 
lie after one man had been killed and 
eight others wounded, began.to arrive 
here. They were quartered in the 
state normal school grounds. 

All the soldiers, said Tombaugh, 
were veterans in the service and ex- 
pork in quelling just such uprisings as 
this, : 
| The writer, meanwhile, made an au- 
tomobil: “trip into the battle zone, 
where he saw the flash of gunfire and 
heard the explosion of shotgun shells. 

Terrified villagers of Pimento, 4 
quarter of a mile from the mine, gazed 
apprehensively upon the flying lights 
of the planes above, listened to the 
gunfire and fled their homes to spend 
the night out of the danger zone. 

Women whose husbands were trap- 
ped either in the brick wash house or 
the smoke-blackened tipple 60 feet 
above the ground, pleaded in vain with 
the pickets for permission to’ go to 
their husbands. 

Telephone wires to the mine were 
cut. The pickets would let no one ap- 
proach, not even the drivers of ambu- 
lances. who made -repeated attempts 
aoe rescue the injured.

The outlook for peace between Para- 
guay and Bolivia brightened consid- 
erably yesterday as pressure against 
war was being exerted in Europe 
and both the Americas. 

Both nations, however, rushed prep- 
arations to fight gt out in the field in 
the event that battle becomes neces- 
sary to settle their conflict over the 
Gran Chaco territory on their borders. 

At Geneva, the League of Nations 
secretariat announced that Paraguay 
had agreed to arbitrate. 

At La Paz, the Bolivian govern- 
ment made public a note informing 
t’ : League that Bolivia “does not de- 
cline pacifie means for solution of the 
controversy.” 

In Washington, the United States 
and 18 other neutral American na- 
tions signed a note at the state de- 
partment in which they told Bolivia 
and Paraguay they would not recog- 
nize any territorial gains obtained by 
force of’ arms, 

The note employed for the first 
Lime in. the. western hemisphere a pol- 
icy to outlaw war and deprive of- 
fenders of, the fruits of eonquest, 

The peace moves came as a high 
official Pot the Bolivian government 
said the conflict must be decided im- 
mediately or war would result over 
occupation of the potentially valuable 
territory.

“Following his custom of being led 
hy, rather than leading, his managers 
and co-managers, Mr. Crisp is calling 
on me at long-distance and through 
the press to explain why I did not 
call an extra session of the legisla- 
ture a year ago for the purpose ol 
outlawing or limiting the growth ol 
cotton.’ * Russell said. “He also criti- 
cizes me for not calling a session for 
that purpose. When this subject was 

for discussion I gave my answer. 

owever, it may not have reached my 
opponent, who has spent little time in 
this state for a long number of years, 
for which fact I am not responsible. 

“While I would greatly prefer to 
ask my opponent the questions face to 
face, this is made impossible by his 
refusal to enter into joint discussion 
with me before the people. I do feel 
that in fairness to the people of Geor- 
tia, he should plainly answer the fol- 

owing questions: First, ‘Mr. Crisp, 
if you had been governor of Georgia 
in 1951 would you have called an 
uxtra session of the legislature to out-

EATONTON, Aug. oon his 
campaign into Putnam coun ty after 
several addresses in north - Georgia, 
Congressman Charles R. Crisp, candi- 
date. for the United States senate, 
showed the voters .here today. the 
fallacy,of the statement of his oppo- 
nent, Governor Russell, that he, Crisp, 
is an old man, too old to be elected 
to the senate. 

“Governor Russell has told you I 
am 61 years of age,” Mr. Crisp said. 
“He is correct in that statement, but 
do you know that Major J. S. Cohen, 
whom he appointed to.the senate to 
succeed Senator Harris, is a ‘Year and 
'a half older than I am? 

“Tt does not appear that he .con- 
sidered ages at that time. His: ap- 
peal now to the people to consider 
my age indicates conclusively how he 
trifles with facts, and how he will 
appeal to the passions and prejudices 
of the people. 

“When he appointed Major Cohen 
he had passed the 62d year mark, the 
appointee having been born on Febru- 
ary 26, 1870.” 


Mr. Crisp was introduced to the 
large crowd by Judge S. T. Wingfield, 
former solicitor-general and now judge 
of the Ocmulgee circuit. In addition 
to the Putnam voters there were a 
number from Jones and Fayette coun- 
ties, 


Mobley Among Visitors. 

A large number of women heard him 
pay tribute to the influence the wom- 
en wield in elections by nominating 
men who were best qualified to serve 
them. Congressman W. Carlton Mob- 
ley, of the sixth district, was among 
the visitors. 

Mr. Crisp again assailed his oppo- 
nent for failure to declare himself 
on the payment of the soldiers’ bonus. 
“[ have told you where I stand on 
this question,” he said, “but my oppo- 
nent refuses to make known his posi- 
tion. He is to speak at the American 
Legion meeting in Atlanta on Friday 
and he may then declare himself, but 
if he does I will be a badly surprised 
man,” 

He laid special emphasis on the 
electric energy tax of per cent in- 
serted in the federal tax bill by. the 
senate, and again quoted from the 
patriotic speech delivered on July 4 
‘at Marietta by’ Judge Samuel H. Sib- 
ley, in which he quoted the federal 
laws which would have made.it man- 
datory that power rates be fevised if 
the 3 per cent tax had been placed 
on the power companies.

Mr. Crisp told the audience 
that the tax on gasoline in Georgia 
was increased from 4 to 6 cents by 
Governor Russell while a member of 
the state legislature, and added “You 
did not hear anything then from my 
opponent about placing this tax on the 
Standard Oil, the Gulf and the other 
oil-producing companies. No, he pro- 
vided in his bill that_the- tax be paid 
by the consumers of the gasoline.” 

Cites Record in House. 


Mr. Crisp outlined his record in 
the lower house of congress, declar- 
ing he had favored and voted for every 
measure introduced to aid the war 
veterans, except the last 50 per cent 
bonus payment and he said, “I would 
have voted for this but I could not 
'see where I could vote to impose any 
|sreater tax burden upon the people 
of the country. 
| “It would have required,” he con- 
tinued, “$2,400,000,000° to meet. the 
bonus payment, and the federal treas- 
ury was not in position to make the 
payment.” He acquainted his an- 
dience with the fact that few realize 
what a billion meant, and reiterated 
what he has said on several previous 
occasions that only one billion min- 
nutes had elapsed since the birth of 
Christ. 

The speaker discussed the federal 
tax bill saying that he was no more 
responsible for it than his opponent, 
“although he would have you believe 
that I am responsible for everything 
that has happened in Washington in 
the past 10 years.” He defended his 
position on the measure telling his 
audience that the time had arrived 
wLen he had to serve his country, that 
it “mattered not to the people of 
the nation whether he was returned 
to congress.’

AUGUSTA, Ga., Aug. 3.~Adoption 
of a nding constitutional amend- 
ment anaion the time for inaugurat- 
ing the governor. and convening the 
general assembly from June until] Jan- 
uary will find the next state admin- 
istration with a-gross deficit of $10,-

mer Governor Thomas W. Hardwick 
said in a statement here tonight, “by 
put’ ag every dollar raised by the tax- 
ing power of the state into its. treas- 
ury. 

Hardwick said that the amendment, 
submitted by the last general assem- 
bly. ought to be approved by the pco- 
ple. He said that all his opponents 
had recognized “the great floating debt 
but none has said how it should be 
paid.” They fear, he charged, to say 
how “because in doing so they may 
step on somebody's toes and lose some 


votes.” 
Revenues Are Listed. 
“Regardiess . of political conse-| 
quences,” he said, “I prepose to tell | 
you how it can be done and to tell 
you the only way in which I believe 
it can be done, Put every dollar raised 
by the taxing power of the state into 
its treasury. Cut every appropriation 
for every service and every depart- 
ment by 25 per cent or by ‘such 
amount a. may be necessary to carry 
out the plan I now suggest. 

“For 1933 we will have about 
$9.000,000 that are paid directly into 
the treasury. Besides this, we will 
have also the much larger sum of 
$21,000,000, equally a part of the 
state’s revenue raised by the exercise 
of the taxing power but not paid inte 


its treasury. Adding these amounts, 


and treating both of there: as 
the state’s total revenue, we have as 
the total rey revenue of’ the state 
the sum of 

“Use of $30,000,000 as 
the base ab ag which cuts and re- 
trenchments are to be made,” the for- 
mer governor said, “after making up 
a budget of 000, allotting to 
each department and service.of the 
government its fair and just propor- 
tion of the total according to the ne- 
cessities and comparative merits of 
each department and service and then 
cut every appropriation so budgeted

Sees $7,500,000 Saving. 

Under this plan. Hardwick contends, 
the net result in saving would be 
about $7,500,000 annually and to this 
could be added a saving.of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars by a re. 
duction of overhead and salaries, “of 
waste and duplication in .each and 
every one of the departments of the 
state. government. % 

“To thes> savings,” be said, “may 
he added a considerable sum of addi- 
tional revenue that will come from a 
large and necessary increase in the 
fees and taxes of motor carriers of 
freight and passengers, who are at 
present using and wearing’ out our 
paved highways, without adequate 
compensation for the damage and 
wear and tear they inflict upon these 
highways to the injury of the people 
of Georgia and in unfair competition 
with our largest taxpayers, the rail- 
roads of the state.” 

Asserting that there is no reason 
for tie highway enthusiasts to be- 
come alarmed, Hardwick said: 

“I am‘ utterly unwilling to continue 
to build costly paved highways with-

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 3.—(4)— 
Governor Roosevelt's campaign for the 
presidency largely will be in the hands 
of the personal friends who directed 
his drive for the democratic nomina- 
tion, Through them the nominee, who 
will have a hand in all the details, 
will express himself. 

The announcement today that Rob- 
ert Jackson, of Concord, N. H., would 
head the speakers’ bureau, filled the 
last vacancy in the important cam- 
paign positions. Jackson has been ac- 
tively working for Roosevelt for more 
than a year. He, to a large extent, was 


responsible for Mr. Roosevelt’s name’ 


being entered in the New Hampshire 
primary last March 8. 

The New Hampshire primary. was 
the first test fer democratic candi- 
dates, Mr. Roosevelt won the state 
from former Governor Smith. and 
Jackson was credited with the victory. 
At the Chicago convention he was one 
of the most energetic Roosevelt 
leaders, 

Farley in Charge. 


At the head of the Roosevelt organ- 
ization is James A. Farley, chairman 
of the national committee, who man- 
mged the governor's campaign for the 
nomination. Frank C. Walker, who 
‘was an active worker at Chicago and 
before, is the committee treasurer. 

Louis M. Howe, the governor’s po- 
litical secretary, holds no portfolio, 
but his place as adviser and liaison 
officer to the governor firmly estab- 
Jishes him in the inner circle. 

Accompanying Mr. Roosevelt on all 
his trips will Edward J. Fiynn, 
secretary of state, and Marvin MclIn- 
tyre, who were battling for the gov- 
ernor at Chicago. McKee would be- 
come mayor of.New York if Roose- 
velt removed Mayor James J. Walker. 
MelIntyre, who was Roosevelt's press 
yepresentative when he ran for vice 
president in 1920 again is in. that 
position. 


Will Play Major Role. 


Governor Roosevelt likely will have 
mn important voice in all phases of 
the campaign, as he had in the two 
campaigns in which he was elected 
overnor. Only a few weeks after he 
pate governor in 1929, he set his 
hand to strengthen the democratic or- 
ganization in upstate New York. Far- 
ley then became state chairman.

The statement: of the United 
States government puts it squarely 
up to Europe .to demonstrate 
whether the proposed trade confer- 
ence is an honest proposal seeking 
to find a cure for lagging world- 
wide economic conditions, or mere- 
ly an effort to entice this govern- 
ment into a conference where eco- 
nomic relief would again be second- 
ary to the endeavor to secure fur- 
ther concessions on reparations and 
war debts. 

International concert of action, 
without reference to these debts, can

The millions of federal funds 
which will be turned loose in Geor- 
gia through highway development 
will bring assured relief to many 
of the state’s unemployed. 

Precautions thrown around the

TEXTILE IMPORTS INCREASE. 


A 13 per cent increase in tex- 
tile imports for the first six months 
of 1932 over those for the corre- 
sponding period last year is report- 
ed by the textile trade commissioner 
of the federal department of com- 
merce. 

Backing up this indication of re- 
newed activity in the south’s chief 
product in the markets of the world 
are reports that exports of raw cot- 
ton to Great Britain, Italy, Japan 
and other countries during the -past 
60 days are considerably above 
those for June and July, 1931.

Great Texas Flash Hangs Up 80-Meter Mark; 
Tolan Wins 200-Meter Title; America 
Increases Lead, Nutnber of Titles.

OLMPIC STADIUM, LOS ANGELES, Aug. 3.—(AP)—The bespec- 
tacled little American negro, Eddie Tolan, of Detroit, who had to rely 
on a friend’s assistance to get to his country’s final tryouts, today was 
crowned sprint champion of the world as he raced to decisive victory 
in the Olympic 200-meter final before $5,000 spectators. 

Four years ago Tolan failed to make the American Olympic team, 
but today he came down the stretch with an unbeatbale rush to lead his 
teammates, George Simpson, and Ralph Metcalfe, and lower the Olympic 
record to 21.2 seconds. 

Two days ago Tolan beat Metcalfe by only two inches in the 100- 
meter final, but today Tolan eliminated any question of the outcome by 
beating Simpson by two good yards, with Metcalfe a scant half-foot fur- 
ther behind. 

The sweep of the American sprint trio was the climax of the fourth 
straight day of unprecedented track and field performances as well as 
the greatest day the United States has ever had in this international 
athletic competition. 

The Americans, dominating the proceedings from the outset, won all 
four of the men’s championships decided, breaking Olympic records in 
three of them, in addition to which the great Texas girl athlete, Mildred 
“Babe” Didrikson, maintained the feminine world record-breaking pace 
with a new mark of 11.8 seconds for the 80-meter hurdles in her first 
trial race. 

The Americans finished one-two-» 
three in both the 200-meter dash and 
110-meter hurdles final, won by 
George Saling, of Iowa. They were 
one, two in the discus throw, where 
six Olympic record-breaking tosses | 
were climaxed by the victorious heave |- 
of 162 feet 4 7-8 inches by giant John 
Anderson, former Cornell star.

Analysis of Soils Can Be 
* Great Aid to Farmers — 
of Georgia. 


ATHENS, Ga., Aug. 3.—A detailed" 
map showing a soil survey of McIn- 
tosh county will be released within 


pthe next few weeks, according to Pro- 
‘fessor M. W. Lowry, soil specialist at 


the Georgia State College of Agricul- 
ture. 


This is part of the statewide soil |” 


survey which was begun several years 
ago by the State College of Agricul- 
ture in co-operation with the United 
States Department of Agriculture. Mc- 
Intosh is: the eighty-seventh county 
in which the work has been completed 
thus far. 5 
“The purpose vu: the soil survey, 
stated Professor Lowry,.“is to fur- 
nish information about each of the 
soil types of the state as to its loca- 
tion, its physical and chemical prop- 
erties, its crop adaptations, and the 
best methods of handling.” 
ProfesSor Lowry says the direction 


‘that the. agricultural development of 


any section should take will depend 
largely on the kind and area. of the 

il types in that particular section, 
aad that each soil type presents a 
distinct set of eonditions that affect 
crops much in the same way as they 
are affected by climate. 

“While one would not expect to 
grow oranges or cotton successfully in 
the mountains of north Georgia be- 
cause of the climatic conditions, it is 
a common occurrence to see farmers 
attempting te grow a icrop on soil 


types just as unsuited to that partic- | 


nlar type as the climate of north 
Georgia is unsuited to orange trees,” 
asserted the professor, 

According to Professor Lowry each 
of the soil types occurring in the state 
must be looked upon as representing 
a definite and distinct set of condi- 
tions that limit the growth of certain 
crops and favor the development of 
other crops. ‘ 

As soon as the mapping is come 
pleted, representative samples of each 
type of soil are collected and taken to 
the Jaboratory at the college for chem- 
ical analysis, where the total nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid, lime, potash, 
magnesium and lime requirements are 
determined. Chemical analyses of the 
soils of 31 counties have been com- 
pleted to date. 

The state survey, while only slight- 
ly more than half through, reveals 
that there are more than 350 distinct 
typ@s of soil in Georgia. The five 
soil provinces represented in the stale 
are: Limestone valleys and uplands, 
the Appalachian mountains and pla- 
teaus, the Piedmont plateau. the coast- 
al plain and the river flood plains. 

In his work, which has extended 
over a period of several years, Pro- 
fessor Lowry has found that there is 
a direct relationship between soil 
types and abandoned farm lands and 
homes.
